Ha2i^tom, P»., April t7. — The 
trouble which haa been brewing be- 
tween the Hnngariane and Italians of 
lOlneevllle and yidnity for tome timo 

terminated Saturday night in a bloody 
battle. Ab a, renult two men are dvm'i, 
two mlBsin^r — 8uj)ito8(!d to be lying a! 
the bottom of u mine hole — and threo 
others seriously injured. 

About 10 o'clock Saturday night a 
party of four IIunKarians were; coming 
into Harlfigh. They had iroached a 
point about half way down Fisher's 
Hill when tliey were attacked by Ital- 
ians. The latter instantly opened hrc 
The firing was a signal for a concerted 
attack on the part of the Itfilians, who 
■eemed to swarm from the woods on 
every Bide 

About '^(10 yards further down a half 
dozen other HuHgariauH weio at the 
echoolhonse, and on t)u) il!irk!igh roail, 
nearby, other Huny;ariuiis were nii t. 
The fight tlint ensueil wa.s territic. The 
Hungarians, who never go on the roail 
unarmed, after the tinst on^^laught i)re- 
pared to defend thems> lvt s, ami a vol- 
ley of bullets into the attacking Italians 
served to check them for a moment. It 
was only for a moment, however, as 
the next instant thej- clo.'icd in upon 
their a<lver8iiries and a tierce hand-to- 
hand conflict eiiBUed, the Italians' sti- 
letto playing havoc with the Ilnn- 
garians. The latter were outnumbenMl 
largely, and. l)ecoining dismayed, broke 
and tied precipitiit' ly. 

The yells and \vlioopHof the victorious 
Italians re-^-i hiii>i thitiu^h the moun- 
tains and attracte<l a number of vil- 
lagers to tin scene. At each point of 
attack injured men were found lying 
on the ground groaning from uieir 
wounds. 

Joseph Christie and Mich^ Morentzi 
were picked up unconscious and taken 
to the hospital in the city. Christie 
was shot ill the right shoulder. Mor- 
ent/.i had his sknlllraotored ' and died 
in the hospitid. 

Mike Bortz was shot in the mouth, 
the ball coming out ot the back of his 
neck. He was taken to Hollywood, 
where he died shortly afterwards. 

Anotlier man who was engaged in 
the battle known as "No 40><" is miss- 
ing. His hat was found on the edize of 
a deep mine hole in the water. He is 
supposed to be at the bottom of the 
hole. Another Hungarian is also miss- 
ing and he it wiBpoMd to iunf ntat the 
same fat^e. ' 

In the sovoml boardingliouhcs in Har- 
leigh, Latimer and Hollnywo id there 
are a number of wounded mi'ii, but it is 
impossible to obtain the exovt result of 
tharlnjwiei o r namea. 

ANOTHER SIMILAT? ^rrAIR.

WiLKESBARBE, April 17.— A bloody 
riot took place at Plymouth, about 
four miles from here, at an early ho..r 
yesterday. The mob engaged in the 
fracas were all Hungarians ami I'oland- 
ers who were under the intlui'iuo of 
litiuor. Revolvers, stomas and clubs 
were freely used upon each (ither'o 
heads until the jiolico made a raid upon 
them. Six of the coiitest;»iits were ar- 
rested and several nuKle their e>capo. 

Une man, known as Stanislaus Jaco- 
fesky. formerly a member of Company 
A, U. S. A., was found lying on the 
ground unconscious. He was carried 
into a house near by and physitlnns 
were sent for. Tnev fonnd that Ids 
skull had been crushed in witli a club. 
Everything was dune to relieve the in 
jured man, but he died a few hours 
afterward. The prisoners under arrest 
were sent to the county prison until 
this afternoon, when tliey will have a 
hearing on the charge of mnrder. Tlio 
coroner will inTaatigata tiiaoBMiatho 
meantime.

DOINOS IN CHINA A ND JAPAN. 

Til* Va«al Batch of Olsaatme Btov* Oe«

San Fram I'll., .Apvill".- The steam- 
er China has arrived from Hong Kong 
via Yokohama and Honolulu, bringing 
advices from Hong Kong to Moroh 28, 
Yokohama March 29 and Honoliiltt 
April 18, 

There ivere 589 Chinese among the 
China's pasftengers, a large number of 
which were bound for the world's fair, 
to be part of the inhabitants of thu Chi- 
nese village. 

One solitary remnant of the 70 fishing 
boats recently carried away off Otaru. 
Japan, in a gale has turned up. A tel- 
egram received by the government 
states that one of the boats drifted 
ashore on March 6, and as nothing is 
said of any survivors being in the boat 
it is presumed that the occupants ha<l 
been drowned. < »f tlio other G9 boats 
no news has been ree(>ived. 

Kocur-Maru, a steamer owned by the 
Hokkai Steamshij) company of Hoko- 
darte sailed from Otaru on March 14, 
and the following day foundere<l in Ya- 
kijiri sea. Seventy-two persons were 
drowned. 

Two thousand houses were destroyed 
by fire at Kawagoe, Jat)an. Many peo- 
ple were injured, but no lives were lost. 

According to a Tokio paper a large 
batch of .Japanese women is to bo ship- 
ped to Chicago for immoral i)urpo8efl. 
The number intended to bo sent over is 
said to exceed :)00. The police are 
watching departing steamers closely to 
prarant sh ipment of the glrla.

The pilot had 
discovered that there was Homething 
wrong with the machinery and was 
steering for shore, lint for this fact it 
is ]>robaljln that every person Ott board 
would have been lost. 

Daniel Rhode.s was blown SO feet in 
land and compUtely covered with 
wreckage. His recovery is doubtful. 

James Long was blown into the river 
and his rescue was accomplished with 
great ditticulty by those who were not 
seriously injured. 

The boat sank immediately after the 
exi^osion.

The Louisville council has ordered an 
election April ~7 on a proposition to 
issuj) $1,000,001) of bonds, which will bo 
given the state together with a suitable 
building siUs if the capitol is reuiove.l 
to Louisville. 

Lexington has offered iJ'J.'iOjmM) and 
building site. The legislature is strong- 
ly in favor of moving the cajiital some- 
where away froju I''raiikfort, aiidunh-ss 
the legislaluro di es it accordiiiij to tho 
constUutiop it must remain where it is. 
It is conhdi tly idaimed by the friends 
of removal that Louisville will vote the 
bonds and thut the new state building 
i^P bo ara ctsd hera.

IT MAT RESULT IN RKVOLUTION. 



Tho Bafsoaastor of Bnusols Bratally 
AsMUltod on tho Pahlle Highway— That 

City in n StHtu of .Slogv— Uxoltpment 
Prevolllng In UuU — Other Forelsn 
ITows, 

•Bkcssrlr, April 17.— Reports from 
all points in IJelgium state that tho 
strike is spreading rapidly and tliat the 
temper of the strikers is growing worse. 
The situation is more serious in Bel- 
gitun now thap it arer was. The num- 
ber of paople injured dnrii^g the 
tnmnlts exceeded 150 and 87 arrests 
have been made. The burgomastw of 
Brussels ha.'> issued a pr(x;lamalion ad- 
vising citizens to remain ,in their 
houses, as ha can not guarantoa their 
safety. 

In the provinces agitation has been 
making rapid progress. In Hainault 
constant tiglHing is going on between 
the strikers and gendarme. In other 
districts autliorities ask for troops. 

Two thousand men carried tho red 
flag tlurongh the streets of Ohmt yes- 
terday. 

In this city yesterday afternoon thou- 
sands of workingmen held a meeting 
outride of the city limits to denounce 
the proclamation of Mayor Bnls pro- 
hi)>iting public demonstrSttoiiS In fkTor 
of universal suffrage. 

N'olders, tiie extreme socialist leader, 
made an incendiary speech, in which ho 
ap[)lied the most obno.xioiis epithets to 
Mayor Buls. Tho crowd became up- 
roarious, shouting for revenge upon the 
inayor. The police ordered the crowd 
to disperse. The workingmen answonl 
with jeers. The nolice drew tlieir 
swords and advanced toward tl;e plat- 
form. Home of the crow<l tired re- 
volvers and a few threw Stones, but the 
rest retreateil without a show of tight 
toward tho city. NobodT was injured. 

Mayor Luis was walking home on 
the avenue Louise, abont an hour later, 
when some '-bo socialists, returning 
from tlie meeting, cumo down tho 
btrt' t. They hooted and jostled him, 
but alloweil him to piiss. After he had 
lelt the mob about'oU paem behind him, 
three men ran out and one of them 
struck him a heavy blow with a stick 
on the head. As liuls turned he re- 
ceived anoti.er blow on the bock of the 
neck. He fell bleeding and uneoosoions 
to the pavement. 

The police were summoned and 
charged the socialists, and after a flght, 
dispersed tliem. Two of tho crowd 
were arrested, but it has not been as- 
certained whether or not they are of 
the three who attacked the mayor. 

M. Buls recovered conaciousut^ss to- 
ward evening, and probably will be 
able to resume his ofQcial duties within 
a lew days. King Leopold has twice 
incjuired by special courier after his 
health. It is reported that Volders 
will be arrcFU'd lur .'lis part in themeet- 
ing which preceded tho assault. 

Ye.-^terday afternoon turbulent 
crowds fought the police in several dis- 
tricts of the citv. In the Rue De La 
Laviere, near tho Maison Du Pouplo, 
the mob became so threatening that 
mounted police charged them with 
drawn swords. The rioters threw jars 
of greek fire and repeated volleys of 
stones among the police. Many of the 
mob were cut or trampled upon. 
Twelve wore arresttni. Heveial police- 
men were burnei! and bruised. Tho 
city is as if in a state of niege. All 
places of amusement are desertCKl. The 
police and the rioters hava the streets 

to themselves. 
A di.'ipatch from Moas sayi that the 

rioters liave hud possession of many 
streets there since early in the after- 
noon. Keinforcements of soldiers have 
been sent from this city. 

In Brussels the authorities are taking 
ever^- precaution, and should the rioU 
end in revolution th'> Prussian troops 
will loo^je no time in crossing the fron- 
tier, and this would be dono so rapidly 
that France would have no timo to ut 
tor her protest. There is no doubt, 
hf>wover, that the i^rnssians would 
evacuate Belgium when all was (luiet, 
but it is a ijuestion whether the Paris 
mob would not force tho French gov- 
ernment to make a decided step. 

A telegram lias just l>een received 
from Oheut stating that the movement 
is spreading, fighting going on in many 
streeta and that the mayor has informed 
the go;irernineut that ho will not be re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of order, 
and that the military must be rein- 
foroad. 

PoIIMcel Mur<l«r. 

Berlin, April 17.— A political murder 
is repor.tod to have taken plac^e at the 
village of Boitheiui, Baden. .Saturday. 
It appearM that a rich farmer named 
Eissig murdered the liurKomaster of the 
village, Ui'rr (ians. who liad refuaeil to 
appoint him as a member of the village 
counuil. Eissig had uii ax concealed 
on his person when he entered the 
town hall and brought the weapon 
down on the burgomaster's head after 
tho latter hiwl declare<l that it was im- 
possible to ad mit him (E issig) to oflice. 

BsoltOMoat la Ball. 

LoNDOM, April 17.— Theio.kagmt 
deal of bitter feeling still at Hull, and 
great excitement prevails. The general 
belief is that a big strike will occur in 
London duripg the nfjrtfaw.dairs. Col- 
lisions between the strikers and non- 
union labors still oocur. One of the 
strikers was remanded Batwrday, being 
charged with assaulting a blackleg, 
breaking his nose and his ribs, but as 
yet wort Is pcopas< l ng at all the docks.

New York, April 16.— The Tribune 
prints the fdlowing: 

General interest was manifested in 
the city over the announcement that a 
suihcient number of votes had been 
cast against Theodore Seligman, a son 
of Jesse Seligman, the well known 
banker, to prevent his admission to the 
Union League club. 

Tho facts were news to only a few 
members of the club, because the con- 
test, which ended in young Mr. Selig- 
man's rejection, was so hot that it luu! 
drawn out an extraordinarily larg ' 
vote, but the story made gossip for the 
members of other clubs to discuss with 
relish. 

The incident also famished a tonic 
lor general comment ,^nd discussion be- 
cause of its sensatiimal features. The 
talk everywhere covered a wide range, 
th ' .iiise of the issue invdved and the 
]ivoiijinence both tinancialbr and noliti< - 
ally that the young muu'a father nos en- 
joyed. 

i t is clearly evident that only one 
jirejudice swayed the action of tho men 
who opposed the admission of young 
Theotlore Seliginan. He is a lawyer in 
the Mills building, and he has a reputa- 
tion among many downtown people of 
a most favorable kind. 

No one could be found Fridav who 
could bring proofs of any "uncluSable" 
( hi'.racteristics of the young man, un- 
less the prejudice of race and religion 
be ailmitted into club ethics. 

Mr. Seligman's friends declare that 
that is the sole ground of his rejection, 
and his father and uncle do not hesi- 
tote to say so, too.

The murderer made his escape to the 
mountains a short distance away, 
where he was overtaken by a mob, 
captured and shot, and his body mu- 
tilated in a horrible manner.

No motive 
for ihe crime is apparent, unless it is 
tlie fact that Eyster's telephone was re- 
cently used lo ojill a patrol w'tgon to 
arr( St the negroes whoso names are 
John Parker and Edwanl I^IcAfee and 
who had Committed a potty crime. 
Upon entering tho store one of the ne- 
groes remarked to Eyster, "You ought 
to ho an angel," and fired, fatally 
wounding the druggist. 

V^otherweight Fnrc(>. 

Chicago, April 17. — .Solly Smith, 
featherweight champion of Uie Pacific 
coast made his first i)ublic appearance 
before about 1.000 Chicago sports in a 
six round bout with Frankie McHugh 
of Cincinnati, at the armory Saturd'-.v 
night. The contest did not meet witii 
the approval of the crowd, owing to 
Lieutenant Sheppard's interference be- 
fore the close of the third round when 
Smith had McHugh away up "queer" 
street. He permitted the boys to finish 
up, bnt only in a loving* manner, which 
of course, disgusted the blood and 
thunder gang present. 

Bllnere Will Btrikp. 

Columbus. O., April 17.— The joint 
conference of miners and mine oper- 
ators of Ohio held here Saturday to fix 
the price of coal mining for Uia year be- 
ginning May 1 ne^, adjoumad in dis- 
order, not having reached any agree- 
ment. The operators insist in the same 
rate as Is now paid beiuff aoniinued and 
they also insist on settluig the by dis- 
tricts, while the miners ore eqtially de- 
termined they will act as a unit in the 
matter. A strike on May 1 is immi- 
nent, no further meeting of the ininers 
and operators being arranged for.

GUTHUIE. O. T., April 17.— Prospect- 
ive Cherokee strip settlers are very 
much worked up over the action of the 
department in allowing cattlemen to 
unload diseased Texas cattle at every 
station on the strip and drive them 
across the strip to Usage country. The 
presence of these cattle upon the strip 
for only a few days will contaminate 
the pastures and so infect them with 
germs of the Spanish fever that all 
northern cattle taken upon the land 
this year will be killed.

Washinoton, April 17. — At 9t\9 
o'clock Saturday evening Vice President 
Stevenson declared the jiresent extraor- 
dinary session adjourned. After a six 
weeks' session the work of .Saturday 
was rushed along at a rapid gait, but at 
6 o'clock it was still a mooted (!ue.stion 
whether the senate would succeed in its 
nurpoee ss announced by the American 
Press of winding up the session 8atlu^ 
day. 

The senators were extremely anxious 
to get away and the evident displeasure 
of their collea/ues caused those sena- 
tors wh»> wt^ro blocking adjournment to 
give way and permit tlie session to be 
hurriedly clo.se<l. It was the undar^ 
standing of Senator Chandler and other 
Republicans that a vote would be taken 
on the Uoach reHohition, but it fell by 
the wayside, and the session adjonmed 
without it having been brongnt to a 

vote.

"Bob" Busliucll, llio noted raihv.iy em- 
bezzler, was eoiivii'ted hero .iinl sent to 
the penitentiary. His counsfl appealed 
upon a writ of error which was filed 
with the supreme court. The law is 
clear that when the supremo court 
grants leave for the filing of such a 
writ sentence upon the prisoner ia 
therebv suspended, but is silent as to 
what disposition shall be macle of him. 
In this case Bushueira attorneys made 
application for his release or recommit- 
ment to jail i:i Cincinnati, tut the war- 
den said the law did not authorize him 
•ither to release tlio prieonor or send 
him away from the penitentiary. 

To test the matter application for a 
writ of habeas corpus was made before 
Judge Evans of the Hamilton county
